b. In respond to the argument in 07/18/05 REMARKS page 3, 2nd paragraph, "Guerra et al. reference fails to disclose the recited claim 
steps of determining whether a valid effective address is availabe for an instruction in a pipeline, based on a calculated current effective 
address delay for the instruction as required by the claim, and of computing the effective address of an instruction responsive to 
determining that a valid effective address is not available" - the whole Guerra reference should be incomorated. Guerra discloses 
simulation of a develop model against an accurate model, see page 964, right column 3^^ paragraph; since two models are compared 
with each other therefore, at least one program is executected, (claim 1, items a, b). For the 'calculating, determining, computing, and 
reporting" part, based on the broad recitation: see pages 966 to 967, and Figure 3, the 'DelaySlot' implies that a 
calculating/determing/computing and reporting has been done for the effective addresses of the instructions (otherwise how can this 
result been produced?). The specific calculating/determining/computing are not specified in the claims of the current application, 
therefore the claims of the current application do not suggest other teachings than Guerra's disclosure. 
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
